Were  you  ever  in  the  book- 
store once  crammed  in  the  base- 
ment of  the 'College  Building?  If 
you  were  you  are  .probably 
amgzed  at  the  difference  in  the 
bookstore  today. 

It  not  only  is  eleven  times  as 
big'as  the  old,  but  its  beauty  and 
design  is  on  par  with  the  other 
buildings  on  campus. 

THE  INTERIOR  OF  the  book- 
store was  designed  by  a New 
York  architect.  Eight  different 
colors  including  pink  and  orange 
have  been  used  on  the  main  floor 
of  the  store. 

This  and  bther  features  make 
it  very  modern.  At  the  time  of  its 
completion,  the  Students’  Supply 
Association  was  considered  to  be 
one  of  the  most  outstanding 
bookstores  in  the  country. 

PICTURES  OF  THE  Students’ 
Supply  have  appeared  at  various 
times  in  a national  college  store 
magazine.  In  the  recent  issue  of 
this  magazine. is  a picture  of  all 
the  employees  ^of  the  bookstore 
along  with  an  informative  article 
about  the  store. 

Bookstore  managers  from  all 
over'the  United  States  have  come 
to  Provo  to  observe  the  book- 
store. They  have  been  interested 
not  only  in  its  beauty  of  design 
but  also  in  the  method  of  selling. 

The  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity Bookstore  was  one  of  the 
first  in  the  West  to  have  com- 
plete self-service.  This  and  other 
pioneering  stores  have  shown  the 
value  of  this  method,  and  now 
most  of  the  college  stores  are 
using  it.
